This irrita- 
tion may be mechanical and be pro- 
duced by broken teeth, teeth which 
do not meet propéetly and have sharp 
edges, and by poorly fitting plates. 
The irritation may be due to a chronic 
inflammation, such as infected teeth 
or sinuses, or of the lining of the uter 
us. Habitual abuse of the stomach 
may produce a chronic irritation of 
that organ. Constipation is properly 
a factor in cancer of the réctum. 


Our present knowledge per 
mits us to say that its prevention lies 
in the prevention or removal of types 
of irritation above referred to.

Town of Wainwright, Bylaw No. 58 


SETTING FORTH BUILDING RESTRICTIONS AND PERMITS 


THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL of 
the Town of Wainwright enact as fol 
lows:— : ; 

1, The Town of Wainwright shall 
and is hereby authorised and em- 
powered to appoint a Building Inspect 
or who shali be charged with the en- 
forcement of the provisions of this 
By-law, the survey and iff#pection of 
tuildings, and the protection of the 
same against fire and accident. 

2. It shall be the duty of any per- 
son intending to erect a building or

And. this in a 
country where bu ta few years ago it 
was common to lynch hohse thieves! 

“Tt is curious” said Lieutenant Far 
rell “but a man will cheerfully pay as 
much as $1,500 or more for a used car 
if he thinks he is getting it at a bar 
gain without satistying himself wheth 
er it is stolen. But in the case of a 
building lot for instance—something 
that cannot be given away or lost—he 
will go to elaborate trouble to investi 
vate the title, even if the land costs 
but a few hundred dollars. If the sec- 
ondhand automobile buyer would be- 
ware, thieves would find their busi- 
ress cut in half. 'They steal to sell and 
they can sell, because as in the case 
cited the buyer rarely make a_ thor- 
cugh investigation as to the title of 
bis purchase 

“Of course the greatest vigilance 
will not detect every stolen car. But 
anyone can’ exercise a few simple pre 
cautions. Try to know something a- 
bout-the dealer Find out how long he 
has had the car. Don’t be too eager 
to purchase one that has just been 
driven in Ask for the bill of sale the 
dealer received when he bought the 
car. If you doubt auy of the numbers 
have them examined by an expert. 
Some of my men are so efficient in 
this that they can detect a forgery 
simply by running their fingers over 
the figures e 

“Call your police department and 
ask if they have anv report on the car 
lf you care to go to further pains ask 
the same of ane of the automobile- 
theft bureaus.
